Ethiopia Orders Mobilization, 
Says 2 Somali MiGs Downed 


NAIROBI, Aug. 21 ‘UPI'.— 
Ethiopia said its planes shot 
down a Somatian MiG-21 fighter 
today and another MiG-21 had 
been destroyed by ground forces 
two days earlier in a battle for 
controi of the major government 
stronghold of Dire Dawa, 

The military communiqué tas 
issued after the Ethiopian lead- 
er, Lt, Col, Mengistu Haile Ma- 
riam, admitted for the first time 
the Inss of major towns in the 
Ogaden region to Somali insur- 
gents and called for the total 
mobilization of the country’s 
manpower and industrial re- 
sources, 

Ethiopian planes downed the 
MiG-21 “during a dogfight on 
the eastern front,” 8, communi- 
qué from the Revolutionary Op- 
erations Command said, 

Another MiG-21 was downed 
Friday over the town of Dire 
Dawa, the communiqué said. as 
a battle raged for control of the 
town. 

The Ethiopians said it broughs 
to 18 the number of Somalian 
MiGs downed in the last four 
weeks and claimed the Somallan 
Air Force had now “been render- 
ed almost ineffective.“ 

The Soviet-equipped Somaiian 
Air Force has about 66 combat 
aircraft, almost double the num- 
ber available to the Ethiopians. 
who still fly mainly U.S,-built 
planes. 

Ethiopia also announced the 
second major army reshuffl 
less than a month as heavy fignt— 
mg raged for the sixth straight 
day around Dire Dawa and 
Harer, 

In Eritrea, meanwhile, spokes- 
men claimed secessionist suer- 
rillas were in control of the buik 
of that province and contmued 
to make gains against the over- 
extended army units. 

The propaganda battle between 
Ethiopia and Somalia also con- 
tinued to escalate. 

Warning against Ethiopia’s τος 
tal “mobilization” plan. Moga- 
dishu radio urged Ethiopian work- 
ers to “band together and im- 
mediately overthrow Mengistu.” 
Meanwhile, Ethiopia's government 
radio said its troops had captur- 
ed “tens of thousands of soldiers” 
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in recent fighting—a claim in- 
cependent observers dismissed as 
wildly exaggerated. 

In another development, Soma- 
lia denounced as “provocative” 
Soviet statements accusing it of 
“armed intervention” in the Oga- 
den and hinted that Mogadishu 
could turn away from Moscow to 
other friends—possibly in the 
West. 

In the major address to the 
nation yesterday, Col, Mengistu 
said the encirclement of Ethiopia 
had now “turned into an open 
invasion” in both Eritrea and the 
Ogaden. He ordered a “national 
mobilization” of manpower and 
resources and chanted, “Every- 
thing to the battlefront. Revolu- 
onary motherland or death.” 

For the first time he admitted 
Serious Ethiopian losses in the 
Ogaden, saying the towns of 
K’ebri Daher, Werder, Degahbur 
and other centers had fallen. 
Addis Ababa had admitted pre- 
viously only that fighting was 
continuing throughout the region, 
but would not confirm the loss 
of any specific towns.

‘Barely Survived’ Escape From Italy 


Relative Says Kappler Nearly Died 


SOLTAU, West Germany. Aug. 
41 «Reuters)—The health of 
escaped Nazi war criminal Her- 
bert Kappler, who has cancer, is 
deteriorating. and he nearly died 
during his escape from Italr a 
week ego, his sister-in-law said 
today. 

Mrs. Irma Brietzke said he had 
“barely survived” his flight from 
Italy after his escape last Mon- 
day. 

Kappler, 70. is believed to be 
hiding in his wife's apartment 
bere, Mrs. Breitzke said she did 
not know exactly where he was 
staying. 

She said that the health of her 
sister. Kappler's wife Anneliese, 
also had suffered from the rigors 
of the last week. 

Mrs. Kappler smuggled her ema- 
elated husband out of a Rome 
military hospital. where he was 
serving a life sentence imposed 
for ordering the reprisal shooting 
of 335 Italians in 1944 Eappler 
was the wartime Nazi police chief 
of Rome. 

Police are guarding Mrs. Kap- 
pler's apartment here. although 
the authorities have not confirm- 
ed that Kappler is there. In an 
implicit acknowledgement of his 
presence, the town’s mayor, in a 
weekend newspaper interview. said 
Kappler was “a sick old man tho 
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has the right to be left in peace.”” 


The newspaper Bild am Sonn- 
tag sald today that former mem- 
bers of the SS helped Kappler 
escape from Italy.

. Rapid-Fire Insults 

But Groucho's expertly. deliver- 
ed, rapid-fire insults were more 
mad than maddening; they really 
were not unkind, for they evolred 
from his interest in humor that 
deflated rather than annihilated. 
This ‘quality was, in fact, the 
distinguishing mark of the 
comedy so richly dispensed by 
Groucho, his brothers and their 
great contem such as 
Charlie Chaplin, W.C. Fields and 
Buster Keaton, 

“It was the type of humor that 
made people laugh at’ 


to evoke malicious laughter at 
the other fellow.” 

Julius Henry Marx was born 
Oct, 2, 1890, in a tenement on 
East 93d Street in Manhattan. 
His Alsatian-born father, Samuel 
Marx, was an unsuccessful tailor: 
his mother, the former Minnie 
Schoenberg, was the stage-struck 
sister of Al Shean, of the comedy 
team of Gallagher and Shean. 

‘Mrs, Marx pushed all five of 
her sons into show ‘business, 
partly because she was the 
embodiment of the “stage moth- 
er.” 
ber of the family had to 
breadwinner, At 10, Groucho was 
singing soprano with the Gus 
Edwards vaudeville troupe, and 
at 14 be completed his formal 
education by quitting PS 86. 

Penniless in Denver 

Still in his teens, Groucho got 
& $4-a-week job with the Le 
May Trio, an act that broke up 
in Denver, leaving him’ penniless. 
Be worked in a grocery stare 
long enough to earp train fare 
back to New York, where. his 
mother was putting together an 
act called ‘the Six Musical Mas- 


ts. υ 

Tt consisted of Groucho and 
two of his brothers, Adolph (later 
Harpo! and Milton ‘Gummo), an 
attractive soprano named Janie 
O'Riley, Mrs. Marx and her 
sister Hannah, Mrs. Marx soon 
realized that she and her sister 
were so bad that the act was 
doomed unless they left it, They 
retired from show business. 

What was left was The Four 
Nightingales, an act that, in the 
course ΟΣ its travels through 
whistle-stop towns in the South 
and. Midwest, changed its name 
to The Marx Brothers and Ce. 
Earmony singing, popular on the 
vaudeville circuit at the time. 
was the basis of the act before 
the brothers fairly stumbled 
onto the format: that was to 
make them famous. . 

They did so when they played 
a seedy little theater in Nacog- 
doches, Texas, in 1914. 

Ultimate Insult 

"Our act was so lousy." Grou- 
cho said, “that when word passed 
through the audience of oum- 
skull Texans that a‘mule had 
run away, they got up en masse 
to go out and see something 
livelier, We were accustomed to 
heckling and insults, but that 
made us furious, so when those 
guys wearing 20-gallon hats over 
pintsize. brains came back, we 
ἴεν them have it. It wasn’t the 
best line I ever ad-libbed, but I 
recall I told them Wacogdoches— 
ts full of roaches.’ And—ultimate 
inswi—I called those Texans 
‘damn Yankees.’ " 

The audience leved the insults 
and the ad-libs, and from that 
point on, the Marxes sang less 
and worked in more jokes, puns 
and one-liners. They used care- 
fully plotted sketches. but never 
hesitated to. throw.in topical ad- 
libs. τ δεν δὲν δὶ es 

The Marz Brothers perfected 


their style and characterications 
over several years of one-night 
stands. They got their nutiy 
names from Art Fisher, a mono- 
loguist whose hobby was making 
up nicknames, Harpo's name 
came irom the instrument he 
played, Gummo's from his gum- 
shoes, Chico's from his reputa- 
tion as a lady-killer, and Zeppo's 
from Zippo, star of a chimpanzee 
act. Because of his saturnine 
disposition, Groucho's nanle was 
ἃ natural, 

The Marxes’ first Broadway 
hit was “Ill Say She 15," in 1924, 
It was ἃ success largely on the 
strength of a rhapsodic review 
in the New Yorker by Alexander 
Woolleott, who spent the rest 
of his life pouring praise upon 
the brothers, Groucho in partic- 
ular. ie 

Tn the Crash 

In 1929, Groucho nearly suffer-~ 
ed 8 nervous breakdown, He and 
his brothers filmed “The Coco- 
nuts,” which had been their scc- 
ond Broadway hit, on Long Island 
during the day, and appeared 
nightly in the stage version of 
“Animal Crackers" (which was 
filmed in 1930).

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Israel, Apartheid and Hypocrisy 


Israel’s withdrawal from 2 United Nations 
Conference on Apartheid beginning today 
in Lagos, Nigeria, should be a source of con- 
eern to the governments of the black African 
states at whose urging the meeting is being 
held. It demonstrates that the Palestine 
Liberation Organization and its Arab and 
Soviet-bloc supporters are more interested 
in using the conference to express hostility 
to Israel than to address seriously the racial 
Pélicies of South Africa. 

Israel's stated reason for withdrawing is 
that the conference will not allow the World 
Jewish Congress to participate but will admit 
many other non-governmental organizations, 
some of which have far less of a record Οὗ 
concern for Africa and for human rights. 
But Israel's real concern is that the eonfer- 
ence is Itkely to discuss its relations with 
South Africa. and perhaps also pass resolu- 
tions equating Zionism with racism _ and 
apartheid. 

The Israelis ‘and their Western friends} 
rightly rexard the equation of Zionism with 
racism as abhorrent. But they have no ob- 
jection to discussing their relations with 
South Africa so long as those of otners are 
given equal scrutiny. They object to a 
double standard which censures Israel for 
trading with South Africa and fails to point 
out that its trade is far exceeded by that of 
most industrialized states and even by that 
of some Arab and black African states. Israel 
also sells military equipment to South Africa 
—bdut so, in varying amounts and with vary- 
ing candor, do many Western states and 


some in the Soviet orbit as well, all in cone 
travention of United Nations resolutions. 
This arms trade—eli of it—should stop. 
Andrew Young, America’s United Nations 
ambassador. will lead the U.S. delegation at 
the Lagos talks. He will. surely. condemn 
the moral bankruptcy of the South African 
system. But he should also make every 
effort te expose the hypocrisy that so ofter 
surrounds discussions of apartheid. His task 
will be made more difficult by the under- 
standable but regrettable Israeli decision not 
to be present, for Israel's enemies will point 
to its absence as ἃ tacit admission of guilt. 
A sad thing about the Lagos proceedings is 
thai, with all the Arab attempts to score 
points against Israel, the issue of apartheld 
may be subordinated—and this at a time 
when. in South Africe itself, there have been 
new violent confrontations between white 
police and black students. At Lagos there 
will, of course, be plenty of resonant speeches 
denouncing South Africa, but delegates’ eyes 
sre likely to be fixed on the contest over the 
exact wording of resolutions—on trade-offs 
between condemnations of Israel and more 
palatable statements which Western govern- 
ments will be able to sien. Young may be 
able to use his unique personal standing 
among Africans and Westerners alike to help 
break through the rhetorical sames and 
focus on how to bring effective pressure 
against the South African government. If 
so, the meeting might yet prove worthwhile.

Puerto Rican Turnabout 


It has become an annusi United Nations 
ritual for Cuba to declaim that the United 
States halds Puerto Rico as a “colony” and 
for the United States and Puerto Rica to 
respond indignantiy that Puerto Rico enjoys 
freedom and the right of self-determination, 
and it’s none of the UN's business anyway. 
So why did representatives of all the island’s 
parties—including the party favoring the 
current status of commonwealth, the state- 
hooders and the small independence party— 
turn up at the UN the other day essentially 
to support the Cuban attack? 

What 15 on its face a diplomatic embar- 
rassment for the United States is in fact a 
demonstration of the vigor of democratic 
polities In Puerto Rico. For once again 
Puerto Ricans are hotly debating what rela- 
tionship to the “mainland” they wish to 
have. The last time oui, in a referendum in 
1967, they reaffirmed the commonwealth tie. 
But nagging difficulties in that relationship, 
accentuated by economic woes, revived the 
issue in the last presidential term. Mr. Ford 
gave the commonwealth two body blows, first 
‘by ignoring the detailed report of the com- 
mission he set up to expiore ways to improve 
it. and then by suddenly 2nd mexplicabiy 
eoming out for statehood just as he left the 
White House. Mr. Carter kept up the mo- 
mentum by telling Puerto Ricans he would 


support self-determination “whatever your 
choice may be.” 

The Puerto Ricans showed up in New York, 
then, to make ἃ record of their dissatisfac- 
tion with the status quo. That will be useful 
to them, they variously calculate, as the 
siatus debate hums along at home. Even 
the pro-commonwealth party now takes the 
position that the existing unimproved com- 
monwealth tie ls inadequate. 

It will irritate some Americans to see a 
UN committee discussing a matter that all 
Americans, including. of course, Puerto 
Ricans. believe is an internal affair. (Inter- 
estingly. some administration officials won- 
der privately if the United States would not 
gain. in showing it has nothing to hide, by 
accepting the UN's competence to discuss 
the question.) But even if the Cuban resolu- 
tion passes—it gratuitously commends self- 
determination and demands release of five 
jailed Puerto Rican nationalists—no one ex- 
pects it to have any real effect on the status 
deliberations in Puerto, Rico. 

&o far there has been Uttle mainland at- 
tention, given to the growing possibility that 
in the next few years Puerto Ricans may 
decide to ask Congress to become the 5ist 
state. We will reserve discussion on the 
merits. But the question is coming.

Elvis Presley 


‘The mourning thousands who watched the 
white hearse carry Elvis Presley's body to 
@ mausoleum in Memphis attest to the com- 
pelling hold of the “King of Rock" on a sub- 
stantial segment of American society. Com- 
ing from ἃ Mississippi background whose 
favorite music was white country blues. 
Elvis—it will not do, even in his obituary, to 
call him “Mr. Presiey"—happened upon the 
commercial scene in the mid-1950s just as 
white music was being integrated. if you 
will, with the earthier, angrier black music 
of rhythm and blues and a touch of gospel. 
Not so ecoincidentalir, white America was in 
the throes of its crisis of integration with 
black America. Elvis Presley became the 
leading practitioner of the new style. espe- 
cially in the South, where at his death last 
week flags flew at hali-stafi.

He could hardly have solidified nis place 
in the popular culture. however. if another 
current had not also been running. The na~ 
tional popular music of the period just be- 
fore his was top-heavy with adult music, 
often-sentimental moods and songs end 
singers favored by adults. Bivis unconscious- 
ty plugged into the 1950s’ budding sense of 
generational revolt, becoming the hero of 


many of the young br his readmess to of- 
fend their elders. 

This he did splendidly: by offering a ioud 
and raucous sound and 2 sullen public mien.

HICAGO—Behind the garish 

red door of the boarded up 
store front. one is ied by a 
tall, hostile man inte a large, 
meiing room. 

The man tells rou to be Seated 
and leaves. There is 2 huge 
black-and-red swastika on one 
wali, a lasge photograph of Hitler 
om another. a U.S. flag in a 
corner, a speaker's podium in the 
middle. Siecked on shelves are 
books and pamphlet that deal 
with “Aryan purity and Jewish 
treason ard black savagery.” 

The building is Rockwell Hall 
in southwest Chicago, headquar- 
ters ang living quarters of the 
Nationa] Socialist Party of Amer- 
ka. The man you are there to 
see. Frank Collin, the partr's 
founder, fmaly enters. He is 
Wearing rumpled olive drab uni- 
form wrousers and an uopressed 
olive drab shir. 


Renewed Nazism 


Ten years after the death of 

τῷ founder and “spiritual leader.” 
Gearse Lincoin Rockwell, U.S. 
Nazism is on the march again. 

In the last few months, there 
have been sporadic instances of 
violence or threatened violence in 
Chicago, Portland, Ore. San 
Frenciseo. Nex York and Los 
Angeles. 

Brown-shirted “storm troop- 
ers." including two women, have 
Tun for public office in five 
states and have gathered 85 much 
as 16 per cent of the vote, 

Mr, Collin in Chicago and a 
Nazi printer in West Virginia 
are both making serious efforts to 
unite several previously inactive 
Nazi factions unde: their leader- 
ship. 

In Portland, a Nazi unit is at- 
tempting to merge with two 
other racist, but mnon-Nazi, 
groups, and in the San Francisco 
area there are indications that 
newly established branches of 
the Ku Klux Klan want to 
combine their efforts wita the 
Nazis. 


Recruitsuent in Schools 


There is evidence of renewed 
Nazi recruitment on high school 
and college campuses, perticular- 
ly where there are racjal prob- 
jems, In Seattle, the 24-year-old 
son of a federal judge is trying 
to estabiish a Nazi unit at the 
University of Washington. 

Prisons also may be the focus 
of new Nazi membership drives, 
and the Anti-Defamation League 
of B'nai Brith is studying any 
possible link between inmate 
Nazis and their outside counter- 
parts. 

Some “Nazi-watchers” are in- 
clined τὸ dismiss the stirring as 
cxclica!, ἃ periodic restlessness 
on the Ineutic fringe. or a delayed 
back τὸ the sociel revolutions 
of the 1960s. 

Others are concerned that the 
movement ss being led from ἃ cen- 
tral source or that “outside 
money.” possibly from the Middle 
East Europe, is being used.

There is no one Nazi party in 
the United States today. The 
organization Rockwell founded m 
3958 and led until his murder br 
fellow Nazi John Patler in 1967 
has broken up, His American 
Nazi party has become the vir- 
tually inactive Nationa! Socialist 
White People’s patty, whien con- 
tinues to proclaim itself “the 
country's only rezponsible Nazi 
movement.” 


Gay Brauch 


There are a dozen other sim- 
flarly named offshoots. including 
8. nonaffiliated gay Nazi branch 
in Los Angeles—the National So- 
eialist League—and black units in 
Oakland and Detroit that call 
themselves the National Socialist 
Biack Workers party. 

There are probably no more 
than 1.000 U.S. Nazis and official 
supporters, that. is. cash contribu- 
tors. That's only half the number 
that existed 8. decade aro. but no 
one considers them a joke. Ther 
have a mailing list estimated at 
200,000 and an income believed to 
be around $100.000 a year. 

‘There are also about 2.000 like~ 
minded organizations whose hate 
messages revile the nation’s 6 mul- 
lion Jews and 25 million blacks 
in terms not dissimilar from 
those used by Hitler in Munich 
& half-century ego. 

The Jewish Anti-Defamation 
League watches any new Nam 
development with concern. The 
ADL policy is te counteract the 
Nazis through legal means but 
to ignore them when they march 
aud picket in big cities, especially 
avoiding street fights. 

“Every time there's a confronta- 
tion,” said ADL regional director 
Abbot Rosen of Ciiicago, “the 
Nacis gain new members from the 
publicity they receive, It would 
be best if we Je/t them to march 
on empty streets.” 


Death Camps 


The mihtant Jewish Defense 
League. however, disagrees. 
“never again” has become 
ery to the memory of Hitler's 
World War If death camps. 

“We say that you cennot 
ignore Nazis,” said Bonnie Pecnter, 
nauonal director of the poe 
“We say if one Nazi marches. 
must be stopped at any ὩΣ 
even if it means beatins the crap 
out of him. or worse. Nazis have 
no rights. Penod.” 

When Frank Collin threatensd 
to parade Ins 30 storm troopers 
through predominantly Jenish 
Skokie. Ol, on July 4. rhe leacue 
warmed that blood would run in 
the streets. 

“I am not predicting violence.” 
said the leazue’s founder. Rahbi 
Meir Kahane. in Chicago. “I am 
promising it." 


Never Marched 


Efforts by the Anti-Defamation 
Leagué to defuse the situation 
failed. “Worried Jews kept ask- 
ing. “What about 1833." Abbot 
Rosen said. “We told them that 
the United States today bears no 
resemblance to that period in 
Germany, but ther booed us. 
They wouldn't bur it.” 

The Nazis. bowing to a court 
order. never marched in Skokie. 
On the dey they were supposed 


to appear. 2,000 anti-Nazis—manr 
of them helmet-wearing members 
of the JDL-—showed up. but thera 
were no clashes. ~ 

While the to organizations 
may disagree on how to combat 
U.S. Nazism. their attitude τὴν 
ward the menace is the same. 
“Even one Naz is too many.” said 
ADL research director Jerome 
Bakst in New York. 

The Nazi doctrine today is no 
different than it was under Reck- 
well. or under Hitler, Hatred of 
the Jews remains its prime mes- 
sage. and an attitude of biack 
inferiority its secondary thrust. 

Newer on its list of targets are 
Mexican-Americans, “The coun- 
try." said & Nazi periodical, “is 
rapidiy being submerged in the 
Sludge of brown subhumanity.” 

Few among the Nazis—whose 
numbers abound with what potice 
intelligence; officers call “tha 
mentals"—onenly adrorate vio- 
Ience to “purify” the United 
States. but there are exceptions. 


Some Fire-Bombings 


There have been fire-bombines 
against Jews and blacks in the 
Portland and Los Angeles areas. 
In New York, a Nazi killed five 
persons and then himself. In 
Chicago. a Nazi killed 2 Jew 
witn cyanide and then himself. 
A “hit” list of people te attack, 
poisons and explosives were Immd 
in his home.

Despite the concern at the Fed 
that rhe money supply—narrowly 
defined, it is checking accounts 
and currency in cireulation. and 
more broadly defined, it includes 
savings deposits at commercial 
banks—is growing too fast. opin< 
ions about what happened in July 
vary. 

“We're at the Rubicon.” accord- 
ing to Robert Weintraub, staff 
director of the Hause Subcom- 
mittee on Domestic Monetary 
Policy. “If the Fed docsn't take 
the bull by the horns and ger 
money growth back within its tar- 
get, the 1974-75 recession was all 
in vain. We'll be off on another 
inflationary toot that will end in 
recession or acceJerating infle- 
tien.” 

But Leon Gonld, an economist 
tor Commercial Crediv Corp. 18 
Jess concerned about the apparent 
July spurt in the money supplr. 
He thinks the big July jump does 
not indicate that money growth 
is slipping from the Fed's grasp 
but attributes the rise to tech- 
nical seasonal adjustment factors. 
He says that other economic in- 
dicators, such as slowing ¢co- 
namie growth, just do nat ¢ore 
relate with a sharply expanding 
money supply. 

Mr, Gould seid that most of the 
spurt can be attributed to the 
central bank's inability to adjust 
seasonally the money supply to

By Matthew L. Wald 
YORK ‘«N¥T:.—Arch3eol- 
ogists are producing some- 
thing new from a very old piece 
of Manhattan—ils biography. 

Everything forgotten, thrown 
out or covered up on ἃ venerable 
but rundown square block not far 
south of the Brooklyn EBridge—an 
Srea that has been crowded since 
it was created almost 170 years 
Ago by filling in part of the East 
River—is providing material for 
its story. 

The block, bounded by Fulton, 
Front, John and South Streets, 
Was purchased by New York State 
in 1974 and will eventually house 
8. maritime museum. It is known 
to the state as the “Schermerhorn 
Row block." for Schermerhorn 
Row. the only file of slant-roof 
warehouses stil! intact in New 
York City. 

Since 1810. commercial enver- 
prises of nearly every description 
have eboed and flowed through 
the block's 20 buildings. with floors 
added and walls erected or knock- 
ed down to accommodate their 
growth and shrinkage.

Aman. features lists of curses in Spanish and Italian, an

atticles Ufe “Phonesthesis and Seatology: A Brief Resumé of 
Phonesthetic Devices Occurring in Obscene English Expressions.” 

τὸ should be obvious that Reinhold Aman is 2 man im love 
with swear words, someone who gets moony over & good curse, 
hke the Ghanszian diatribe describing a rivals sexual organ 
as being “as bent as the gearshift of a Mercedes-Benz,” the 
way obher men swoon for poetry or fine wines. 

A price has been paid for this passion, however. In 1974, 
Aman left his position as assistant professor of medieval Ger- 
mat literature at the University of Wisconsin in Milwaukee 
because he got no support for his research, and has lived on 
his savings and his wife's part-time earnings ever since. But, 
“I've devoted my life to Maledicta, come hell 


Aman’s interest in bad words dates to 1965, when he was 
doing his PhD research in Bavarian dialectology. ‘These 
words,” he realized, “you hear them very much but you don't 
hea: much about them, they've never been studied. Hither 
you have these trasby magazines that deal with this stuff in 
a trashy way or else scholarly journals which refuse to accept 


a tobacco-processing factory. a 
bank and an insurance company 
are now providing rich source 
material for scientific study of a 
microcosm of New York. One 
unknown company left behind 2 
“mystery machine” whose purpose 
still puzzles archaeologists. : 

Engineers have already learned 
a good deal about 19th-century 
landfill techniques—for example, 
the fill used has taught them new 
things about the diet of early 
Manhattanites: The many deer 
and rabbit bones found indicate 
that game was widely used.
